ate counterfen gentlemen, who may bot improper- 
ly be fliled genteel pickpocke:s; of theic we 
ought ever to be upon our guard, more efpecially 
when we @rein a crowd, or places of public sefort. 
Bat of all the different kinds of counterfeits with

The French, 
who had appeared in force at that place, did not 
however attempt to interrupt bis march; he has 
fince paffed the Meute near Grave, and encamp- 
ed his army between Grave and Nimeguem : 
iis Head-quarters are at Whychen: He bas ta- 
ken acentral pofition between thefe two garrifons, 
to be ready to fupport either in cafe of their be- 
ing attacked; or to prevent the French from 
pailing the Meufe, thould that be their intention, 

The ftrength of the French army is not exact- 
ly known ; but they appear to have given up all 
intention of befieging Breda, and to have dire@- 
ed their principal fess to this quarter; by which 
perhaps, they intended to attempt to make an ir- 
ruption into Holland. 

Several fkirmifhes had taken place between the 
advanced pofts on the fide of Breda, of little 
importance to the general iflue, before the 14th 
inft. they then directed their attack again the 
Hanoverians, Heffians, and fome other troops on 
the ext polis, and the left of the line ; and on 
14th ia the evening, they got poflefiion of whe 
villageof Broxtel, alter driving, by very {uperi- 
or force, the troops flationed there, out of the 
village, 

‘Tae enemy attemped to pals the river Aa, 
withia a league of Bois-le-Duc, but were oppol- 
ed and prevented by a heavy cannonade aad dif- 
charge of mulquetry by the troops flationcd on 
the oppofite part of the river. 

A reinforcement was fent to retake it, or to 
favor the movement of the army which then took 
place; bat the Freach, with 25,000 men, as 
they appeared to be by thofe who faw them, not 
oly maintained their pot in the village, but at- 
tempted to furrousd and cut off the retreat of 
the comparisively {mall force which attacked them, 
and which did not exceed 3,000 men, 

In forcing their way \o join the army, fome 
lols was fuhained ; but it was oot fo conhderabie 
as wast Arh reported. It was aflerted, that che 
12th regiment had been ali either killed or taken 
priloners ; bat it fince appears, that they have 
not iofl so menan aii. ‘The guards, who are c- 
ver employed in every feivice of canger and ho- 
nor, had atew menkilled, Captaio Briltow has 
been tukea priioner ; feveral foreign officers, 
fome make the number amount to twenty, bave 
Giared the fame fate. The Heflisns, who, upon 
ail cccsiions, have hewn dillinguifhed and unpa- 
railed bravery, have iuffered confiderably. The 
Hanoverians are faid to have had a great many 
men takco priloaers. 

Tke trength of the French army onder Gen. 
Pichegru is nor exaly known. The Adjudant 
General who was taken priioner, faid that it a- 
movnted to 40,000. The greater part of the ar- 
my that was before Valenciennes, &c. is fuppoled 
to have marched towards Maeflzicht. 

Such are the beit accounts tha: can at prefeat be 
procured of our affairs here. 1 would appear 
that the French, by the army they have procur- 
ed from Hainault, have formed the bold bur dan- 
gerous refolutioa of penetrating into Holland, 
without attacking any of the frootier garrifons, 
of which the pofleffion has hitherto been deemed 
neceffary before {uch an enterprize was uoderta- 
ken. Should this really be their plan, its failure 
will, of courfe, involve the total ruio of the ine 
vading army.
